“RAT MORE CITRUS” 


As it was in 1938 so it is today 
the paragraph heading above is 
«timely. 

Fifteen years ago, when we 
were active as Upland corres- 
pondent for. The Los Angeles 
Times, we were privileged to 
serve as “guest columnist”. And 
what did we write about—citrus. 

Among several other subjects, 
this was included in our column 
in The Times Oct. 6, 1938: 

“The puzzling question of how 
to. market an_ ever-increasing 
citrus crop is due for serious con- 
sideration today. Students of ec- 
onomics, salesmanship and mar- 
keting are going to meet for an 
all-day session with citrus grow- 
ers. out here. 

“In normal vears, there is too 
much citrus. New groves through- 
out the nation ave coming into 
hearing every year. And so to- 
day these men are tackling the 
biggest problem ever before the 
citrus industrv—overproduction. 

“More peonle must use more 
citrus to save one of California's 
maior ‘industries’ ”. 

Year after vear, it has been 
thus. Of course. now there are 
more vroblems than just over- 
production.

Early this summer the company 
was denied its application. for 
placing the proposed building on. 
the north side of West Foothill

The only change in the newly, 
selected site is that it is on the 
south side of Foothill boulevard. 
and several hundred feet west of 
Euclid avenue. The Beard prop- 
erty is about an eighth of a mile 
west of Euclid avenue. 

H. T. Powell, local manager of 
the company, said the present 
capacity will be reached with the 
installation of 500 more telephones 
and he expressed an urgency for 
the need of added facilities soon; 

In a population study, tele- 
phone company officials picked 
the general location of Foothill 
boulevard and Euclid avenue as 
the population center of the Up- 
land-Alta Loma-Cucamonga ‘ com- 
munity at the end of 20 years 
when the population then will be 
more. than 50,000. 


On Streets During 


Night To Be Strictly Enforced 


As an aid in offering better pro- 
tection to Upland residents, Up- 
land Police Chief Ralph H. Pal- 
mer this week warned , local cit- 
izens of stricter enforcement of 
the ordinance prohibiting the 
parking of any motor vehicle upon 
any street, alley or avenue in the 
city for a longer period than one 
hour between the hours of 1 and 
6 a.m. 

Chief Palmer stated that all po 
lice officers were instructed to is- 
sue citations to any person vio- 
lating the city ordinance after 
Sunday. Nov. 22. 

ASKS COOPERATION 

“We are asking the cooperation 
of all citizens in this matter,” 
Chief Palmer said. “Without vour 
cooperation we cannot give you 
and your family the protection 
to which vou are entitled.” 

With a minimum of cars park- 
ed on the streets during the night 
hours, the police officers will be 
better able to identify any strange 
cars in the city, providing a bet- 
ter opportunity for them to pro- 
tect Upland families against bur- 
glaries, sex offenders, window- 
peepers, car thefts and other of- 
fenses, Chief Palmer explained.

Like citrus 
growers of other localities, we 
have been compelled to dispose ot 
much of our crop in markets 
lower than have heen known for 
years, 

“Considering the adverse con- 
ditions of the crop and of the 
markets we believe that our mem- 
bers agree with the management 
in feeling satisfaction at the re- 
sults of the season as set forth in 
the report. 

“Our shipment of oranges and 
grape fruit this vear is 136,958 
packed boxes, or 378 cars, an in- 
crease of 61 per cent over last 
year’s shipments. For fruit sold 
we have paid in cash to our mem- 
bers $141,623.30. Our average pay- 
ment to our members on all va- 


tickets within a week after their 
name appears.

SANTA FE TRAINS 

Over one year.ago I called your 
attention—as well as our local 
council members—to a nuisance 
created by the crew of certain San- 
ta Fe trains passing through this 
city. Thanks to Councilman Stone 
a resolution was drafted for the 
abatement of my complaint. Evi- 
dently the resolution had some 
effect, at least for quite awhile. 
The’ nuisance referred to in my 
original letter was the long, loud, 
blasts on the whistle at the Moun- 
tain avenue, Buclid avenue, and 
Campus avenue crossings. 

But—like the smog, it has grad- 

ually returned to vex and irritate 
ithe people of this community. In- 
stead of two a.m. (day light sav- 
ings time) we are now being re- 
minded of the Santa Fe at 5 and 
6 am. Could it be that the 2 a.m. 
crew has been assigned to the 
train passing through Upland at 
5 am. And is the 6 a.m. crew 
vieing with the earlier train crew 
in blasting the citizenry out of 
bed? 
Is it absolutely necessary to try 
to clear the Archibald avenue 
crossing when the train is ap- 
proaching Mountain avenue? Or 
vice versa? Common sense and 
only ordinary courtesy will an- 
swer “NO” to both queries. The 
answer “NO” also can apply to 
the question, ‘Is it necessary to 
‘coast’ up to the Euclid avenue 
crossing and then throw a full 
charge onto the drivers in a 
quick get-away?” as is the prac- 
tice of the engineer on the train 
through Upland at 6 a.m.? 

The identity of the crews who 
choose to disregard the feelings 
of the affected residents can be 
established by the Santa Fe and 
proper measures can be taken to 
eliminate the nuisance of sound- 
ing extremel'v long and loud warn- 
ings on the whistle—and still op- 
erate within the law governing 
erossing warning.
